"Non-Commercial" Low-Power FM License is a Fraud

Fact: The FCC was created by the Communications Act of 1934. As shown in the below 
excerpt from the Act , the intent of Congress was for the FCC to regulate interstate and 
foreign commerce, not non-commercial activity. 


Communications Act of 1934 

PURPOSES OF ACT; 

CREATION OF FEDERAL COMMUNICATIONS COMMISSION 

SEC. 1 . For the purpose of regulating interstate and foreign 
commerce... 

The above intent of the lawmakers was codified in 47 U.S.C., Section 151 and 152 

"... the intent of the lawmaker is to be found in the language that he 
has used." — United States Supreme Court in U.S. v. Goldberg (1897) 


The so-called "non-commercial" license can prevail only with collusion between officials 
who are willing to ignore the intent of the framers of the Constitution aided and abetted 
by citizens too gullible and decadent to object. 


The letter below shows at least one official acknowledges that the FCC has no authority 
to license short range, intrastate broadcasts, whether commercial in nature or not:

[ have been asked to respond to your letter regarding intrastate radio communications. 

The FCC only regulates Inter-ttaxe and foreign commerce in radio communications. For your 
reference, 1 have enclosed a copy of Title I, Section 2 [47 U.S.C. 152]. Also enclosed, are copies 
of other sections and titles referred to in Title I. Respectively they arc: Sections 223-227, Section 
332, Section 301, Title VI, and Sections 201-205, of the Communications Act of 1934, As 
Amended. 

Infra-stale radio communications may be regulated by individual states, and I would recommend 
contacting your State Utility Commission for further information. The address and phone 
nuxnber(s) for the utility commission in the state of Washington is:
